it is strongly recommended that this sum be 


appropriated towards the extinguishment of the 
funded debt of the State. The authority grant- 
ed to the Treasurer by the last Legislature, au- 
thorizing him to purchase the State scrip at par 
only ,has defeated the object, as the certificates 
of stock are worth something more than par. 


The Treasurer, having an eye to the Treasu- 


ry, furnishes to the legislature all the sources of 
income to that Department since the organiza- 
tion of the State Government, and the principal 
objects of expenditure for the same time— thus 
furnishing a lesson in the way of experience" of' 
the various projects of managing the financial 
affairs of the State. There is one glaring and 
sober fact thus presented, well worthy the atten- 
tion of the Legislature, viz : that larger appro- 
priations have been made from time to time 
than the resources of the Treasury were adequate 
to meet, and this without the excuse of provid- 
ing mean* for future income. 


The report, like that of last year,suggests that 


the Bank tax, now appropriated for the support 
of common schools, be returned to the Treas- 
ury — that the amount paid to the Militia be also 
retained in the Treasury. 


The payment of costs in criminal prosecutions 


draws heavily upon the Treasury ,and it is again 
suggested that these costs be borne by the sev- 
eral counties. 


The accruing interest on the public debt for 


1844 is $98-, 771.90, 
This must be provided, 


and to diminish this charge, the debt on which 
,t accrues must be paid, — a debt, having its ori- 
gin in measures, which, if their consequences 


d been foreseen,would never have been sanc- 


tioned.
